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SUBJECT: BALUCHI REFUGEES IN AFGHANISTAN 

1. KABUL PRESS LAST EEW DAYS HAS CARRIED STORIES AND PICTURES 
OF PAK BALUCHI REFUGEES, MOSTLY WOMEN AND CHILDREN, IN AFGHAN 
CAMPS NEAR KANDAHAR. NUMBER PUT AT AROUND 400 TO DATE. PRESS 
RECOUNTS TALES OF QUOTE CONSTANT BOMBARDMENT AND SHELLING 
UNQUOTE IN BALUCHISTAN. DEATHS IN BAHLOUL AREA AND KAJAL TAL 
REPORTED AS 400; BOMBING IN POUR KARIA, GANJI, SPING TANGI 
REPORTEDLY CAUSED 300 DEATHS. CLAIMS THAT GOP QUOTE BOMBED 
LIVESTOCK AND FOOD STOCKS TO STARVE PEOPLE UNQUOTE. REPORTS 
THAT IN QUETTA, LORA LAYEE, MAI, SOBI, KOLO PAK AUTHORITIES 
IMPRISON ALL MEN THEY SEE. PRESS QUOTES REFUGEES THAT CAUSE 
FOR GOP ACTIONS IS BECAUSE THEY DID NOT VOTE FOR PPP. 

PRESS CLAIMS WOMEN AND CHILDREN ATTACKED WITH RIELES AND 
BAYONETS; MARRI TRIBE RECEIVING ESPECIALLY HARSH TREATMENT; 
PAK PRISONS FILLED WITH PASHTUN AND BALUCHI PRISONERS. 

2. NEW DELHI TIMES OF INDIA CORRESPONDENT DALIP MUKERJEE 
HAS INTERVIEWED REEUGEES IN KANDAHAR CAMPS AND TELLS US HE 
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
